Oalj aavaa times in tba 
hlatory of tba ooaalry hara tbe annual ravb- 
Duas azcaadad tbla raoi, and in most caaea 
this was whan tba country was n<iMvnring 
from the effaoU of the war aji<l miodud 
millions to pay the debt and tbe interest 
Ca it. 

The largest "net ordinary" revenue that 
the country has had, excliuire of loans, waa 
in the year ItMti, when it reached, in round 
numbers, IQ'^.OOO.OOa From that time on 
for a pnrltxl of five years the revenue ran 
very high. Then it dropped off grailually, 
and a decade ago was down to )'J«iO,OX),(MX) a 
year. Then it began to increaM) again as 
the peoplA prospered and tbe iiuportationa 
inoraased, aud the manufacture of whixky 
w great, until, in it reached ov^r 
1,000,000 again. Then congress got scart^d 
and cat down tha tobacco tax, aud made 
■oma alight changes in the tariff, and the in- 
come dropped off nearly $100,000,000 a year. 
But it is beginning to increase again, and if 
it goes on increasing in the next yaar aa ifr 
has done in the past twelve montba 1ft wOl 
ba again up to 9400,000,000 a year. 

Fifty years ago the income of the govem- 
uent was less than |>j&,000,000 in the year.

Binoe that year it has never been balow 
about $250,000,000. Of the tlU,(M)0,UOO,000 
that hava ooma into the United Ktat*<s treas- 
lu-y sinoa tha beginning of the pre.se nt Hy^i- 
temof government in 1749, $H,UJO,(H)U,iiuO 
iiave been rallected sinoa 18U2. Uf the $10,- 
OOO.iKXJ.OfH) of revenue collected sine.) 18T9

Tbe expenditures of tbe govinunent in the 
past year have been $208,000,000. This in- 
cludes the expenditure for interest, but not 
the payment made on tho i)ublio dctjt. Thin 
is a little mora than we have bean paying 
out for ordinary running expenses for sav- 
eral years. Since the intarast on tha public 
debt waa reduoed tbe axpanditures have not 
bean so heavy. There were several years 
from ixi't-y lown in which tba Intar nat alone 
over ^i()ii,ooo,000 a year, somatimea 
'ly $l.Vi,0()0,iKJO a year. Mow it is only 
abOQt $40,000,<MO a yaar. The cause of tha 
larga axpendlturea Jait aew is tba pensions. 

' yaar joM oloaed tha amount paid 
(or paosions was over $75,000,000, being a 
greater amount than ever before paid in a 
lingla yaar. Yat tbara has bean a pansion 
list arar dnoe 1780, and' the amount paid out 
(or pensions in that time is Just about a 
round billion of dollars. The amoimt paid 
oat for interest during tha past hundred 
fears is $8,600,000,000; for war and navy, 
|.\500,000,000; misoallaneous, $:i,000,000,000. 
Though our azpaadlturas seam large, and 
they are larga, thaf are not to be oompared 
with the (iucade from '<)2 to '72.
